FRIENDS  TO  THE  UNION. 
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GENERAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  Board  of  Government  takes  pleasure  in  pre¬ 
senting  its  story  of  the  Union’s  work  for  the  fifty- 
ninth  year, — a  pleasure  marred  by  the  duty  of 
recording  the  death  during  the  year  of  its  beloved 
President  Emeritus,  William  H.  Baldwin.  Mr. 
Baldwin  was  chosen  to  take  the  leadership  of  the 
Union  work  April  15,  1868,  and  for  over  thirty-eight 
years  directed  the  affairs  of  the  institution,  with  re¬ 
sults  ever  increasing  in  value  and  extent. 

The  story  of  his  life  and  accomplishment  is  too  well 
known  to  require  record  in  detail  in  these  pages.  It 
is,  however,  a  happy  privilege  of  his  fellow-members 
of  the  Board  of  Government  to  record  here  a  brief 
tribute  of  their  appreciation  of  his  splendid  work.  At 
a  meeting  of  the  Board,  called  on  the  day  after  his 
death,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted: — 

“Mr.  William  H.  Baldwin,  our  beloved  President 
Emeritus,  having  passed  from  this  life  on  the  8th  of 
June,  in  the  eighty- third  year  of  his  age,  we  wish  to 
put  on  record  our  appreciation  of  his  character  and 
services  and  our  sense  of  loss  in  his  death. 

“In  1868,  at  the  reorganization  of  the  Union  into 
new  life  and  activity,  Mr.  Baldwin  gave  up  a  promising 
career  to  become  its  President.  He  brought  to  the 
Union  the  experience  of  a  successful  business  training 
and  an  educated  public  spirit,  and  for  forty  years  with 
a  single  purpose  he  devoted  to  its  growth  an  untiring 
energy  and  zeal,  a  wise  judgment  and  intelligent  fore¬ 
sight,  and  a  paternal  love  and  fidelity.  For  all  the 
members  who  came  and  went  in  the  two  score  years  he 
was  a  kind  father,  and  they  were  the  children  of  his 


constant  and  watchful  care.  Upon  the  lives  of  the 
young  men  within  and  without  its  walls  he  impressed 
his  own  kindliness,  industry,  and  devotion.  To  fe\V 
has  been  given  a  greater  power  and  influence  for  good 
over  the  young  men  of  this  city  and  the  Common¬ 
wealth.  His  name,  therefore,  will  long  be  held  in 
affectionate  remembrance  by  the  many  who  had  the 
advantage  of  his  acquaintance,  and  especially  by  us, 
who  have  enjoyed  a  closer  intimacy  with  him  in  the 
work  to  which  he  was  so  entirely  devoted.” 

On  the  day  of  the  funeral  the  Union  Building  was 
closed  during  the  hours  of  the  church  service.  This 
tribute  is  of  peculiar  interest  from  the  fact  that  it  is  the 
only  occasion  since  the  dedication  of  the  building  in 
1875  that  its  doors  have  been  closed  during  the  regular 
daytime  hours. 

On  Wednesday  evening,  Oct.  20,  1909,  a  Memorial 
Service  in  Mr.  Baldwin’s  honor  was  held  in  Tremont 
Temple.  The  meeting  was  opened  with  brief  remarks 
by  President  Frank  L.  Locke,  who  introduced  Hon. 
John  D.  Long  as  the  presiding  officer.  Inspiring  and 
cordial  addresses  were  made  by  Mr.  Long  and  by 
Hon.  Joseph  Walker,  Rt.  Rev.  William  Lawrence,  D.D., 
Hon.  Henry  H.  Sprague,  Rev.  George  A.  Gordon,  D.D., 
Mr.  Jerome  Jones,  Rev.  Paul  Revere  Frothingham, 
D.D.,  and  Rev.  Edward  A.  Horton.  There  was  a 
suitable  musical  programme  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Arthur  T.  Foote. 

A  simple  memorial  volume,  giving  a  short  sketch  of 
Mr.  Baldwin’s  life,  with  a  full  account  of  the  memorial 
meeting,  is  in  preparation,  and  is  expected  will  soon 
be  ready  for  distribution. 

The  Union  has  sustained  a  great  loss  in  the  retire¬ 
ment  from  the  Board  of  Government  of  Hon.  Henry  H. 


Sprague,  Vice-President,  and  Dr.  William  L.  Richard¬ 
son,  Treasurer,  whose  resignations  were  most  reluc¬ 
tantly  accepted  at  the  June  meeting  of  the  Board  by 
the  following  vote:  “In  deference  to  their  wishes  we 
accept  the  resignations  of  these  gentlemen,  but  we 
do  so  with  sincere  regret  and  with  warm  appreciation 
of  the  distinguished  services  which  they  have  given 
to  the  Christian  Union  during  so  many  years.  As 
members  of  the  Board,  we  tender  our  retiring  colleagues 
our  most  cordial  regards,  and  express  the  hope  that  they 
will  continue  to  show  an  active  interest  in  the  impor¬ 
tant  work  which  they  have  done  so  much  to  promote.” 

Mr.  Sprague  had  been  connected  with  the  Union, 
and  most  actively,  since  1867,  and  Dr.  Richardson 
since  1870.  Both  served  the  Union  with  conspicuous 
interest  and  efficiency.  Mr.  Sprague,  in  the  earlier 
days,  as  Secretary  was  particularly  energetic  and  an 
important  factor  in  the  reorganization  after  the  war. 
He  was  elected  Vice-President  in  1877.  Dr.  Richard¬ 
son  filled  the  responsible  position  of  Treasurer  during 
practically  all  his  forty  years’  service. 

The  story  of  one  year’s  work  at  the  Union  differs 
little  from  another  except  in  minor  details  and  as 
occasion  presents  itself  for  improvement  or  extension 
of  the  opportunities  for  young  men  to  associate  in 
mutual  effort  for  self-improvement. 

It  is  our  aim  to  make  the  Rooms,  in  all  that  the 
word  implies,  a  home  for  young  men;  to  offer  every 
possible  attraction  in  the  shape  of  books,  papers, 
games,  pleasant  companions,  evening  classes,  public 
religious  services,  lectures,  entertainments,  and  other 
means  of  instruction  and  recreation. 

Effort  is  made  to  meet  young  men  coming  to  the 
city  as  strangers,  to  extend  to  them  a  cordial  welcome, 
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and  to  interest  them  in  the  activities  and  advantages 
of  Union  membership.  Boarding  and  lodging  house 
lists  are  provided.  An  active  employment  department 
assists  those  applying  to  find  work. 

Direction  is  given  those  desiring  to  connect  them¬ 
selves  with  churches.  The  Gymnasium  affords  op¬ 
portunity  for  physical  development  under  competent 
instruction.  Committees  visit  the  sick,  arrange  for 
the  distribution  of  clothing  to  young  men  needing 
such  assistance,  and  in  many  similar  ways  befriend 
and  cheer  those  in  need  and  trouble. 

Special  effort  is  made  to  interest  the  members  them¬ 
selves  in  the  work,  and  many  of  them  respond  to  the 
invitations  to  assist  individually  or  as  members  of  the 
various  Committees.  As  one  of  our  early  reports  puts 
it:  “It  is  in  vain  that  we  have  sumptuously  furnished 
our  rooms,  as  bountifully  supplied  our  library,  or 
filled  our  lecture-rooms  with  crowded  audiences,  if 
we  have  not  learned  to  be  active  in  works  of  Christian 
duty.  If  we  would  be  anything,  we  must  do  some¬ 
thing.” 

Without  losing  sight  of  its  particular  work,  the 
Union  has  always  been  prompt  to  offer  such  assistance 
as  it  might  give  in  times  of  calamity  and  disaster,  as 
well  as  to  co-operate  in  such  general  social  service  as 
comes  within  its  scope.  The  well-known  “Country 
Week,”  “Rides  for  Invalids,”  and  the  “Christmas  and 
New  Year’s  Festival”  for  needy  children  are  among 
the  now  regularly  established  departments. 

In  the  “Boston-1915”  Exposition,  held  in  the 
old  Art  Museum  Building,  Copley  Square,  in  Novem¬ 
ber,  the  Union  was  represented  by  an  exhibit  located 
prominently  on  the  second  floor,  and  telling  in  a 
graphic  way,  by  means  of  charts  and  pictures,  the  story 


of  its  past  and  present  and  of  its  hopes  for  the  future. 
The  handsome  oil  painting  of  the  late  President 
Emeritus,  William  H.  Baldwin,  by  Robert  Gordon 
Hardie,  was  made  the  central  feature  of  the  main  wall, 
and  grouped  about  it  in  attractive  arrangement  were 
the  various  pictures  and  charts.  Suitable  desks,  loaned 
by  the  Columbian  Life  Insurance  Company,  with 


appropriate  furniture  from  our  own  building,  gave 
the  exhibit  a  practical  business-like  appearance.  Some 
official  or  volunteer  member  of  the  Union  was  in  at¬ 
tendance  throughout  the  Exposition  to  explain  our 
work  and  give  any  desired  information. 

The  story  in  detail  of  the  past  year  will  be  found  in 
the  reports,  which  follow,  of  the  various  Committees 
having  charge  of  the  different  departments.

FINANCE. 

This  department  represents  the  business  end  of  our 
institution,  and  the  liberal  support  accorded  to  it 
merits  the  sincere  thanks  of  every  Union  member. 

For  donations  and  legacies  we  are  alike  grateful. 
The  donations  find  immediate  use  in  our  daily  work, 
and  the  legacies  are  welcome  additions  to  our  Perma¬ 
nent  Fund. 

Our  various  Committees  make  constant  demands 
upon  the  Treasurer  for  money  to  meet  our  increasing 
needs  and  expanding  opportunities. 

We  realize  the  pressure  made  upon  our  contribu¬ 
tors  by  the  innumerable  agencies  for  philanthropic 
and  social  service,  and  hesitate  to  urge  any  claim  of 
our  own  upon  an  overtaxed  though  still  generous 
public.  We  feel,  however,  that  the  character  of  our 
work  and  the  fruitfulness  of  its  field  among  the  youth 
of  our  city  justify  us  in  continuing  our  appeal  for  the 
means  wherewith  to  carry  on  and  extend  our  opera¬ 
tions. 

While,  of  course,  the  Union  must  depend  greatly 
upon  the  larger  contributions  of  business  men  and 
corporations,  it  is  particularly  hoped  that  the  younger 
men  will  do  their  share  in  supporting  an  enterprise 
especially  planned  to  promote  their  own  welfare  and 
enjoyment.

comrade  or  two,  and,  above  all,  putting  something  of 
himself  into  the  gift  by  taking  a  live  interest  in  our 
affairs  and  “lending  a  hand”  to  push  them  along. 

In  this  connection  the  Committee  would  particu¬ 
larly  call  attention  to  the  recently  established  Sustain¬

TAINMENTS. 

This  Committee  is  in  charge  of  the  department  of 
lectures,  classes,  and  entertainments,  a  department 
which  appeals  to  the  social  and  intellectual  side  of 
the  young  man’s  nature.  It  also  has  supervision  of 
the  various  clubs  within  the  Union. 

The  illustrated  lectures  on  travel  combine  enter¬ 
tainment  and  education.  The  series  given  during  the 

Tr>r,_  past  year  was  of  unusual  excellence,  and

was  a  source  of  much  pleasure  and  profit 
to  those  members  privileged  to  attend.  The  usual 
course  of  ten  illustrated  “  Practical  Talks”  was  given  on 
successive  Saturday  evenings,  beginning  January  8, 
1910,  and  was  successful  in  bringing  together  audiences 
interested  in  the  various  scientific  subjects,  ably  pre¬ 
sented  by  college  professors  and  others  expert  in  their 
special  lines  of  research  or  business. 

It  has  been  the  custom  of  the  Union  for  many  years 
to  afford  members  the  opportunity  of  taking  up  even¬ 
ing  courses  of  study.  The  classes  were,  as

CLASSES  usua-l>  popular  and  well  patronized,  more 
space  than  ever  before  being  required 
to  accommodate  the  large  number  of  students.  The 
Committee  feels  very  deeply  the  importance  to  young 
men  of  this  part  of  the  Union’s  work  in  the  cause  of 
education,  supplementing  the  public  school  course  and 
bringing  to  the  ambitious  young  man  opportunities 

for  study  and  self-improvement  which 

INCREASED  J 

EFFICIENCY  eventually  lead  to  increased  efficiency 
in  business  and  in  the  every-day  duties 
of  the  citizen.  While  not  undertaking  to  furnish 
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complete  courses  in  its  classes,  the  Union  offers  to  its 
members  an  excellent  opportunity  to  secure  instruc¬ 
tion  in  all  the  popular  branches.  These  classes  have 
been  found  to  be  of  great  benefit  to  those  deprived  of 
the  opportunity  of  taking  more  complete  courses  of 
instruction,  and  meet  the  demands  of  many  of  our 
members  who  have  only  one  or  two  evenings  a  week 
to  give  up  to  this  work. 

A  detailed  report  of  Mr.  Harrison  M.  Duffill,  the 
Superintendent  of  Classes,  who  has  been  in  charge 
during  the  past  season  under  our  Educational  Direc¬ 
tor,  Mr.  Church,  follows: —

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No  competition  with  established  schools  has  been 
attempted.  The  policy  of  the  Union’s  Evening  Classes 
has  been,  and  continues  to  be,  that  of  co-operative 
effort,  offering  to  its  members  assistance  and  supervi¬ 
sion  by  engaging  instructors  of  recognized  merit  and 
providing  suitable  class-room  equipment.  To  the 
former  list  of  subjects  offered  have  been  added  three, 
English  for  Foreigners,  First  Aid  to  the  Injured,  and 
Lettering  and  Sign  Painting.  The  Class  in  Govern¬ 
ment  and  Citizenship  replaced  the  Parliamentary  Law 
Class.  The  corps  of  instructors  has  been  increased 
by  the  addition  of  several  new  teachers. 

An  increase  in  the  registration  fees  was  made  neces¬ 
sary  to  help  meet  the  constantly  growing  cost  of  con¬ 
ducting  the  classes.  The  fee  for  each  class  was  $2, 
excepting  Typewriting  and  First  Aid  to  the  Injured, 
which  was  $6  and  $1.25  respectively.  A  reduction  is 
made  for  registration  in  three  or  more  classes.  The 
number  of  lessons  in  each  class  the  past  season  has  been 
increased  to  twenty-five  excepting  in  the  First  Aid 
Class. 

The  method  of  registration  has  been  more  syste¬ 
matic,  giving  the  Superintendent  of  Classes  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  interview  each  student  and  advise  as  to 
the  wisdom  of  pursuing  a  certain  study  or  group  of 
studies.  This  innovation  in  organization  has  proved 
of  material  assistance  to  the  student  in  selecting  his 
course,  directing  his  effort,  and  thus  elevating  the 
standard  of  work  done.

The  Freehand,  Architectural,  and  Mechanical  Draw- 
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ing  Classes  and  the  Class  in  Lettering  and  Sign  Paint¬ 
ing  will,  at  the  close  of  the  course,  hold  a. public 
exhibition  of  the  work  done  during  the  season.  To 
supplement  the  regular  course  in  Business  Law,  one 
or  more  lectures  are  to  be  given  by  the  instructor 
on  subjects  of  popular  interest.  Following  the  course 
in  Government  and  Citizenship,  the  members  of  the 
class  have  planned  for  a  public  demonstration  of  the 
work  accomplished  in  the  class-room.  The  Class  in 
Elocution  will  close  its  season  with  an  evening  of  enter¬ 
tainment  for  friends  of  the  class. 

The  members  of  the  Civil  Service  Class  have  formed 
a  permanent  organization  for  social  and  self-culture  pur¬ 
poses.

For  the  coming  year,  in  place  of  the  “New  England 
Magazine,”  “World’s  Work”  will  be  issued  for  home 
circulation.  The  policy  of  open  shelves,  with  free 
access,  inaugurated  many  years  ago,  has  been  con¬ 
tinued,  and  has  been  most  heartily  approved  by  the 

many  members  and  others  who  use  the 

OPEN  J 

SHELVES  Library.  The  shelves  have  been  filling 
up  rapidly  for  the  past  twenty  years,  many 
of  them  containing  two  and  three  rows  of  books,  so 
that  the  time  has  come  when  it  becomes  necessary  to 
weed  out  from  the  catalogue  those  books  which  are  not 
in  active  demand  or  those  whose  popularity  has  waned. 
Under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Ward,  of  the  Boston 
Public  Library,  during  the  past  season  400  volumes 
were  discarded,  and  others  have  been  eliminated  from 
time  to  time  by  the  Librarian.  This  year  we  have 
adopted  the  policy  of  restricting  the  fiction  purchased, 
which  has  resulted  in  somewhat  reducing  the  circula¬ 
tion  for  home  reading,  but  has  maintained  the  standard 
for  the  shelves.

lists  were  largely  consulted.

kind,  and  recommendations  of  books 
not  already  in  the  Library  will  always  be  given  prompt 
consideration. 

Statistics  of  circulation  of  Union  books  are  very 
interesting.  Referring  to  the  circulation  for  home 
reading  (16,620  books  issued),  a  book  is  frequently 
read  by  two  or  three  or  four  persons  in  the  home  or 
residence  of  the  member  before  being  returned.  In 
one  case  four  people  were  known  to  have  read  a  book 
before  it  was  returned,  although  the  book  was  only 
out  for  about  a  week. 

The  administration  of  a  library  of  the  size  of  the 
Union  Library  requires  constant  care  and  oversight, 
keeping  the  books  and  magazines  in  order  and  the  room 
clean  and  attractive,  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  and 
this  result  has  been  achieved  through  the  faithful  and 
untiring  services  of  Mr.  Ray,  who  has  remained  Libra¬ 
rian,  in  addition  to  his  duties  as  Assistant  to  the 
President.

Although  an  old  story  for  our  members,  for  those 
who  read  the  report  for  the  first  time  a  brief  descrip¬ 
tion  of  our  Union  home  may  be  of  interest.  The 

building  is  situated  on  Boyl- 
ston  Street,  just  east  of  Tre- 
mont  Street,  adjoining  the 
Hotel  Touraine,  opposite  the 
Masonic  Temple,  and  over¬ 
looking  the  Com¬ 
mon.  The  loca¬ 
tion  is  central, 
within  easy  walking  distance 
of  both  North  and  South  Union 
Stations  and  near  the  Boylston 
Street  entrances  of  the  Tre- 
mont  Street  Subway  and  the 
Washington  Street  Tunnel, 
while  nearly  all  the  various 
lines  of  surface  cars  pass  the 
door  or  near  by  on  Tremont 
or  Washington  Streets. 

Entrance  to  all  departments 
is  through  the  Reception 
RoomandOffice, 
which  contains 
the  desks  of  the 
heads  of  the 
principal  departments.  Here 
business  of  the  society  is  transacted,  strangers  and 
others  desiring  information  are  received,  and  such  atten¬

feet.  It  is  the  largest  gymnasium  in  the  city.  Dress¬ 
ing-rooms,  general  and  private,  with  ample  locker 
accommodations,  connecting  bath-rooms,  supplied  with 
hot  and  cold  water  and  complete  modern  equipments, 
are  provided. 

Members  of  theUnion  by  the  payment  of  seven 
dollars  per  year  are  entitled  to  the  use  of 
the  Gymnasium  at  all  times  when  open.  F our  dollars 
per  year  entitle  them  to  its  use  after  six  o’clock  p.m. 

Above  the  Reception  Room  and  reached  by  a  stair¬ 
way  from  that  room  and  also  from  the  main  entrance 

EATON  are  Par^or  anc^  connecting  committee 
HALL  and  dass-rooms,  as  well  as  the  Eaton  Hall, 
named  for  our  benefactor,  the  late  Joseph  B. 
Eaton.  This  hall  seats  about  one  hundred  and,  if 
desired,  may  be  connected  with  The  Union  Hall. 

The  Parlor  is  in  the  front  of  the  building,  over¬ 
looking  the  Common.  The  furnishings  are  simple 
and  homelike,  including  a  piano,  a  number 
of  fine  paintings,  stereoscopic  views  and 
photographs,  and  the  “Waterston  Collection”  of  some 
five  hundred  volumes.  The  room  is  used  especially 
for  the  smaller  gatherings,  for  quiet  social  chats,  and 
here  impromptu  and  informal  musicales  are  enjoyed 
by  members  and  friends. 

Over  the  Library,  reached  by  the  main  stairway 
from  Boylston  Street,  and  also  from  the  Reception 
Room  through  Eaton  Hall,  is  The 
Union  Hall.  The  hall  is  furnished  with 
folding  chairs,  and,  with  the  gallery, 
is  capable  of  seating  five  hundred.  It  has  an  emergency

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exit  on  Boylston  Square.  There  is  a  ticket  office  on 
the  street  floor,  which  may  be  used,  if  desired.  The 

THE  STAGE  stage>  thirty-six  feet  wide  and  thirty- 

nine  feet  deep,  with  a  proscenium 
twenty-one  feet,  is  the  largest  private  stage  in  the  city. 
It  is  provided  with  modern  and  appropriate  scenery, 
suitably  fireproofed,  and  an  asbestos  fire  curtain  sepa¬ 
rates  it  from  the  auditorium  in  emergency.  Connect¬ 
ing  with  the  stage  are  large  and  convenient  anterooms 
and  dressing-rooms,  with  separate  entrance  from 
Boylston  Square. 


The  Union  Hall  is  admirably  adapted  for  concerts, 
lectures,  and  dramatic  performances,  and  is  used  for 
these  and  for  the  larger  gatherings  of  the  members.  It 
is  also  let  for  similar  purposes  when  not  required  by  the 
Union.  The  electric  lighting  of  the  auditorium,  stage  and 
anterooms  has  been  entirely  rearranged  during  the  year. 

Norcross  Hall,  in  the  rear  of  the  building,  with  open¬ 
ing  on  Boylston  Square,  has  a  large  stage  and  ante¬ 
room  and  a  seating  capacity  of  two 
HALL  hundred  and  seventy-five.  I  he  hall  was 

named  in  memory  of  the  late  Hon.  Otis 
Norcross,  Trustee,  and  for  years  Treasurer  of  the 
Permanent  Fund.

Committee,  Class,  and  Assembly 
Rooms,  as  well  as  other  smaller 
rooms,  furnish  accommodations 
for  the  varied  branches  of  work  undertaken. 

With  the  co-operation  and  advice  of  the  Edison  Elec¬ 
tric  Illuminating  Company  a  complete  rearrangement 
of  our  lighting  system  has  been  made. 
Attractive  fixtures  of  modern  type  care¬ 
fully  designed  to  give  the  greatest  effi¬ 
ciency  and  best  distribution  of  light  have  been  in¬ 
stalled.  This,  with  the  general  introduction  of  the 
Tungsten  lamp,  has  added  materially  to  the  bright¬ 
ness  of  our  rooms,  and,  it  is  expected,  will  result  in 
some  considerable  economy.  The  improvement  is  par¬ 
ticularly  noticeable  in  the  Reception  Room,  Library, 
and  in  The  Union  Hall. 

No  extraordinary  repairs  to  rooms  or  building  have 
been  necessary,  and  no  radical  changes  have  been 
made  in  the  use  of  the  various  rooms. 

The  large  membership,  the  constantly  changing  re¬ 
quirements  of  the  various  branches  of  the  work  under¬ 
taken,  together  with  the  opportunity  ever  present  for 
the  undertaking  of  important  new  lines  of  work,  keeps 
before  the  Committee  the  necessity  for  some  radical 
reconstruction  of  the  present  building  or  the  erection 
in  the  near  future  of  a  new  one. 

No  special  changes  have  occurred  during  the  year  in 
the  personnel  of  the  administrative  staff.

Early  Thursday  morning,  January  13,  the  building 
of  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association  was  de¬ 
stroyed  by  fire,  and  it  was  our  very  pleasant  privi¬ 
lege  to  extend  to  them  temporary  accommodations 
in  our  rooms.

INVALIDS. 


“Rides  fon  Invalids”  also  has  a  long  and  honorable 
record.  It  is*peculiarly  a  Union  undertaking,  no  other 
organized  work  of  this  nature  being  known 
to  operate  in  our  city.  It  furnishes  trans¬ 
portation  to  and  from  the  hospitals, 
provides  carriage  rides  for  convalescents,  gives  car 
tickets  to  delicate  mothers  and  little  children,  sends 
the  weak  and  weary  on  harbor  excursions,  and  in  many 
ways  takes  the  invalid  “back  to  nature,”  and  makes 
its  constant  contribution  to  the  health  and  happiness 
of  our  citizens.  It  works  in  full  sympathy  with  modern 
efforts  for  the  suppression  of  disease,  and  has  the  em- 
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phatic  approval  of  physicians,  nurses,  and  social  work¬ 
ers  generally.

The  development  of  character  is,  after  all,  the  impor¬ 
tant  thing  in  the  life  of  a  young  man.  He  may  have 
education,  talent,  physical  strength,  money;  yet,  if 
his  character  is  not  well  developed,  his  life  is  lacking 
in  the  one  thing  that  most  of  all  insures  success  and 
commands  the  respect  of  his  fellows.  It  is  the  special 
endeavor  of  this  Committee  to  provide  means  for 
developing  this  side  of  the  young  man. 

The  importance  of  a  connection  with 
SEATS  IN  }  .  .  , 

CHURCHES  some  church  is  urged  upon  members, 

and  aid  is  given  in  obtaining  seats  in  the 
particular  church  which  they  desire  to  attend. 

A  course  of  Sunday  afternoon  meetings  to  which 
men  only  were  invited  was  held  regularly  in  The  Union 
Hall  at  four  o’clock,  beginning  in  November.  This 
course  was  called  “Every  Day  Problems:  Meetings  for 

the  Mutual  Consideration  of  Problems 
that  face  us.”  The  meetings  were 
entirely  informal,  speakers  and  young 
men  meeting  on  common  ground,  the  speaker’s  pres¬ 
entation  of  the  topic  being  followed  by  general  dis¬ 
cussion  and  questions.  Subjects  of  value,  practical 
and  timely,  selected  from  the  innumerable  questions 
that  constantly  arise  in  business,  politics,  govern¬ 
ment,  public  office,  and  private  life,  were  considered.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  DIRECTOR. 


The  generous  number  of  men  who  came-  to  your 
Medical  Director  for  physical  examination  the  past 
year  testified  to  the  good  they  got  from  the  time  they 
spent  in  the  Union  Gymnasium. 

Three  hours  a  week  certainly  is  not  a  large  demand 
of  time,  and  the  reasonable  gymnasium  fee  is  not  a 
dear  price  to  pay  for  such  large  results.  Both  are  a 
good  investment.  Health  control  for  the  young  man 
of  the  city  comes  through  temperate  physical  exercise 
and  recreation.  He  needs  the  benefits  they  bring. 
In  the  Union  Gymnasium  these  privileges  are  ready 
at  hand.  Money  spent  in  keeping  well  is  good  econ¬ 
omy.  Regular  and  temperate  physical  exercise  helps 
make  and  keep  good  health. 

Last  year  as  a  part  of  the  physical  welfare  work  a 
course  of  illustrated  lectures  was  given  in  The  Union 
Hall  on  “Health.”  This  year  the  plan  was  continued, 
the  Medical  Director  giving  a  series  of  “Plain  and 
Practical  Talks  on  the  Economic  Value  of  Good 
Health.”  These  talks  included  a  conference  on  sex 
health.  This  subject  is  first  in  importance  to  every 
young  man.  Knowdedge  of  the  vital  facts  of  life  is 
needed,  and  it  is  a  part  naturally  of  the  plan  and  work 
for  promoting  a  sound  physical  and  mental  condition. 
Wholesome  instruction  concerning  these  facts  and  a 
proper  opportunity  to  give  this  instruction  come  nat¬ 
urally  through  an  institution  like  the  Boston  Young 
Men’s  Christian  Union  and  its  Medical  Director. 

Last  year  a  large  number  of  men  used  the  Union 
Gymnasium  to  assist  in  qualifying  for  the  physical 
requirements  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments.

CONSTITUTION 


OF  THE 


Boston  Young  Men’s  Christian 

Union. 


article  i. 

T  itle. 

This  Society  shall  be  called  the  “  Boston  Young  Men’s 
Christian  Union.” 


ARTICLE  II. 

Eligibility  of  Members. 

All  young  men  of  good  moral  character,  and  claiming  to 
believe  in  the  truths  of  Christianity,  without  distinction  of 
sect  or  party,  shall  be  eligible  as  members  of  this  Society; 
but  no  person  shall  vote  at  any  meeting  of  the  Society  who 
has  not  been  a  member  for  the  period  of  one  year,  at  least, 
previous  to  such  meeting. 


ARTICLE  III. 

Admission  of  Members. 

Members  may  be  admitted  in  such  manner  and  on  such 
conditions  as  the  Board  of  Government  may  prescribe. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

Annual ,  Subscription,  Sustaining  and  Life  Members. 

All  persons  qualified  as  before  named,  who  shall  be  ad¬ 
mitted  in  the  manner  herein  provided,  shall,  upon  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  one  dollar  annually,  become  and  continue  members 
of  this  Society;  upon  the  payment  of  five  dollars  annually, 
shall  become  and  continue  subscription  members;  upon 
the  payment  of  ten  dollars  annually,  shall  become  and  con¬ 
tinue  sustaining  members;  and  all  subscription  members 
who  shall  pay  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  in  five  or  less 
annual  instalments  shall  become  life  members  of  the 
Society. 


ARTICLE  V. 

Officers. 

The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  Board  of 
twelve  Directors,  who  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  from  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Society,  and  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Gov¬ 
ernment.  At  the  annual  meeting  in  the  year  1898,  four 
directors  shall  be  elected,  each  to  serve  three  years;  four 
directors,  each  to  serve  two  years;  and  four  directors,  each 
to  serve  one  year;  and  at  each  annual  meeting  thereafter 
four  directors  shall  be  elected,  each  to  serve  three  years. 

Immediately  after  the  annual  meeting  in  each  year  the 
Board  of  Directors  shall  meet  and  organize,  and  shall 
choose  from  their  number  a  President,  Vice-President,  Sec¬ 
retary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Society,  for  the  ensuing  year. 
All  the  above  officers  so  elected  shall  serve  for  the  terms 
respectively  named,  and  until  their  respective  successors 
are  elected. 

Vacancies  occurring  from  any  cause  in  the  Board  of 
Directors  shall  be  filled  by  the  Board  of  Government,  and 
any  directors  so  elected  shall  hold  office  until  the  next 
annual  meeting  and  the  election  of  his  successor. 

Vacancies  occurring  in  the  offices  of  President,  Vice- 
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President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  shall  be  filled  for  the 
remainder  of  their  terms  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  Board  of  Government  shall  have  power  to  appoint, 
subject  to  their  direction,  such  other  officers  and  commit¬ 
tees  from  among  the  members  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 


ARTICLE  VI. 

Duties  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Directors, — 

First,  To  provide  for  the  use  of  the  Society  suitable 
rooms,  centrally  located  in  the  city  of  Boston. 

Second ,  To  provide  and  keep  in  said  rooms  such  books, 
periodicals,  and  newspapers  as  will,  in  their  judgment, 
promote  the  object  of  the  Society. 

Third,  To  make  such  arrangements  for  social  religious 
exercises  as  they  shall  deem  practicable  and  conducive  to 
the  best  interests  of  the  Society. 

Fourth,  To  induce  the  members  of  the  Society  to  con¬ 
nect  themselves  with  some  of  the  religious  societies  in  the 
vicinity,  according  always  to  their  denominational  prefer¬ 
ences,  and  especially  to  seek  out  and  impart  information, 
and  render  aid,  assistance,  and  encouragement  to  those  who 
come  as  strangers  to  the  city,  striving  to  guard  them  against 
temptation,  to  surround  them  with  Christian  influences, 
and  to  interest  them  in  the  cultivation  of  a  religious  life. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Meetings. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  for  the  choice  of  offi¬ 
cers  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  April.  The 
Board  of  Directors  may  call  other  meetings  of  the  Society 
from  time  to  time;  and  they  shall  call  such  meetings  when¬ 
ever  requested  so  to  do  by  the  written  application  of  any 
seventeen  members,  stating  the  purposes  for  which  such 
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meeting  is  to  be  held;  said  meetings  to  be  called  in  such 
manner  as  the  said  Board  may  deem  expedient,  having  pre¬ 
viously  given  reasonable  notice  thereof.  Seventeen  mem¬ 
bers  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Society  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 


ARTICLE  VIII. 

Permanent  Fund. 

The  Board  of  Directors  may  transfer  such  of  the  funds  of 
the  Society  as  they  may  think  best  to  a  Permanent  Fund, 
may  appoint  five  trustees  to  control  such  fund,  and  shall  at 
the  time  of  such  appointment  determine  the  character  of 
the  trust  by  an  instrument  in  writing.  Vacancies  occurring 
at  any  time  hereafter  in  the  number  of  said  trustees  shall 
be  filled  by  the  remaining  members,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  for  the  time  being. 


ARTICLE  IX. 

Amendments. 

These  articles  may  be  added  to,  altered,  or  amended  at 
any  regular  meeting,  or  special  meeting  called  for  the  pur¬ 
pose,  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present, 
provided  that  such  additions,  alterations,  or  amendments, 
shall  have  been  proposed  in  writing  at  one  meeting,  at 
least,  prior  to  that  at  which  they  are  to  be  acted  upon. 
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BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  GOVERNMENT. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Meetings. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Government  shall  be 
held  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month.  Special  meet¬ 
ings  may  be  called  at  any  time,  by  order  of  the  President, 
Secretary,  or  any  two  Directors.  The  Secretary  shall  notify 
members  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meetings. 


ARTICLE  II. 

Standing  Committees. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  in  each  year,  eight 
standing  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
who  shall  be  under  the  authority  and  subject  to  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  whole  Board;  and  the  reports  of  the  various 
committees  shall  be  first  in  order  at  each  regular  meeting 
of  the  Board.  The  committees  may  appoint,  subject  to 
the  approval  and  ratification  of  the  Board,  such  sub-com¬ 
mittees  from  among  the  members  of  the  Society  as  they 
shall  deem  fit,  provided,  however,  that  each  sub-committee 
shall  be  subject  in  its  action  to  the  committee  of  the  Board 
to  which  it  is  subordinate.  The  eight  committees  shall 
be  constituted  as  follows: — 

i.  Committee  on  Finance. — They  shall  have  charge  of 
the  financial  affairs  of  the  Society,  and  shall,  with  the 
Treasurer,  devise  ways  and  means  for  procuring  funds, 
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obtaining  donations  and  assessments,  investing  the  same, 
and  superintending  all  disbursements.  They  shall  audit 
the  report  of  the  Treasurer  before  it  is  submitted  to  the 
Union  at  the  annual  meetings. 

2.  Committee  on  Lectures,  Classes,  and  Entertain¬ 
ments. — They  may  provide  for  courses  of  lectures  or  single 
lectures;  shall  organize  and  have  supervision  of  all  clubs 
and  classes  formed  for  instruction  or  discussion,  except 
classes  for  religious  study  and  discussion;  and  shall  have 
general  supervision  of  all  entertainments  both  public  and 
private. 

3.  Committee  on  Library. — They  shall  have  the  gen¬ 
eral  charge  of  all  matters  connected  with  this  department. 
They  shall  purchase  such  books  for  the  Library  and  Study, 
and  obtain  such  newspapers  and  other  periodicals  as  they 
deem  expedient. 

4.  Committee  on  Rooms. — They  shall  have  the  general 
charge  of  the  rooms,  and  shall  take  especial  pains  to  intro¬ 
duce  strangers  visiting  the  city. 

5.  Committee  on  Members. — They  shall  organize  means 
for  increasing  the  membership  of  the  Society,  and  shall 
have  the  general  supervision  of  the  admission  of  new  mem¬ 
bers. 

6.  Committee  on  Benevolent  Action.— They  shall 
organize  means  for  providing  strangers,  and  others  in  want, 
with  employment,  with  good  boarding-houses,  with  seats  in 
churches,  and  shall  have  the  general  supervision  of  all  works 
of  benevolence  and  reform  undertaken  by  the  Union. 

7.  Committee  on  Public  Worship  and  Religious 
Study, — They  shall  have  charge  of  all  measures  for  public 
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religious  worship  undertaken  by  the  Union,  either  within 
or  outside  of  the  rooms  of  the  Society,  and  shall  have  the 
supervision  of  all  classes  formed  for  religious  study  and 
discussion. 

8.  Committee  on  Physical  Culture. — They  shall  have 
the  general  charge  of  the  gymnasium  and  athletic  sports, 
and  other  measures  for  promoting  the  health  of  the  mem¬ 
bers. 


ARTICLE  III. 

Treasurer. 

The  Treasurer  shall  present  to  the  Board  a  Monthly 
Report  showing  the  condition  of  the  finances.  No  money 
shall  be  paid  by  him  except  by  the  authority  of  the  Board, 
or  approval  in  writing  of  some  member  of  the  committee 
under  whose  direction  the  expenditures  were  incurred. 


ARTICLE  IV. 

Annual  Report. 

The  Board  shall  present,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Society,  a  detailed  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  insti¬ 
tution  and  of  its  operations  during  the  preceding  year. 


ARTICLE  V. 

Reports  of  Committees. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  committees  to  keep  a  detailed 
account  of  their  proceedings,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  to 
place  the  same,  with  the  reports  of  their  sub-committees, 
in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Society. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

Amendments  to  By-laws. 

The  foregoing  By-laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at 
any  meeting  of  the  Board,  providing  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present  assent  thereto;  but  no  alteration,  addi¬ 
tion,  or  amendment  shall  be  adopted  at  the  same  meeting 
at  which  it  is  proposed. 

The  President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  ex  officio,  shall 
have  the  supervision  of  all  printing  and  advertising.

EARLY  HISTORY. 


The  Boston  Young  Men’s  Christian  Union  was 
instituted  in  1851,  and  incorporated  under  its  present 
name  in  1852. 

Its  work  was  temporarily  interrupted  by  the  Civil 
War,  but  in  April,  1868,  a  complete  reorganization  was 
effected.  Rooms  were  secured  at  12  West  Street,  and 
1 868  ac^ve  work  resumed.  The  rooms  soon  proved 
too  small  for  the  purposes  of  the  society,  and 
larger  ones  were  taken  in  the  fall  at  what  was  then 
300  Washington  Street,  corner  of  Suffolk  Place,  where 
the  whole  building  above  the  first  floor  was  eventually 
occupied.  These  premises  also  proving  inadequate, 
it  became  necessary  to  move  again.  In  the  spring  of 
1874,  a  suitable  lot  of  land  having  been  found,  a  public 
appeal  was  made  for  funds  with  which  to  purchase  the 
land  and  erect  a  new  building.  By  the  generosity 
of  friends  the  necessary  amount  with  which  to  begin 
the  work  was  speedily  secured. 

The  present  building  was  completed  and  dedicated 
March  15,  1876.  By  the  munificent  legacy  of  eighty 
1876  thousand  dollars  from  the  late  Joseph  B. 

Eaton,  a  Life  Member,  supplemented  by  other 
generous  gifts,  the  society  was  enabled  in  1879  (De¬ 
cember  10)  to  hold  its  building  free  from  all  indebted¬ 
ness.  In  1882,  on  account  of  constantly  growing  needs, 
enlargement  of  the  building  was  deemed  necessary. 
1883  Numerous  friends  promptly  responded  to  an 
appeal;  and  an  addition  to  the  building  was 
completed,  and  dedicated  May  28,  1883.
